I appreciated  receiving  your  memo  of  November  21 
with  the  information  regarding  comments  on  Christmas 
vacation  and  also  the  additional  supporting  evidence  which 
you  have  brought  to  my  office. 

On  Tuesday  this  matter  was  


discussed'  with  the  Administra- 
tive Council,  and  yesterday 
(Wednesday)  afternoon  I had  the 
opportunity  to  open  the  matter 
again  with  the  President  to  talk 
about  the  possibility  of  extending 
the  Christmas  vacation  period. 

There  are  many  factors  which 
are  considered  in  establishing . a 
calendar  for  a given  year,  not 
the  least  of  which  is  the  matter 
of  student  employment  for  the 
summer  vacation  period.  At  the 
time  the-  calendar  is  drawn  the 
opening  and  closing  dates  of  oth- 
er institutions  is  considered  as 
well  as  the  amount  of  time  re- 
quired in  class  in  order  to  retain 
full  accreditation.  The  schedule  is 
accordingly  drawn  so  that  stu- 
dents have  the  opportunity  to 
work  until  the  latest  possible 
date  in  the  fall  and  also  be  av- 
ailable in  the  spring  of  the  year 
for  jobs  which  may  become  av- 
ailable. I know  personally  that 
last  spring  other  college  students 
in  this  vicinity  complained  bitter- 
ly because  most  positions  were 
taken  by  B.Y.U.  students  since 
they  were  out  of  school  a week 
before  other  institutions.  In  light 
of  these  many  factors  and  the 
serious  consideration  which  was 
given  to  the  calendar  at  the  time 
it  was  prepared,  the  current  de- 
cision is  to  , retain  the  eixsting 
Christmas  vacation  schedule  with 
the  recognition  that  some  stu- 
dents will,  of  course,  be  inconven- 
ienced but  that  in  the  interest  of 
the  total  program  it  seems  wise 
to  retain  the  existing  schedule. 

The  mature  way  in  which  this 
matter  was  presented  made  it 
possible  for  the  entire  adminis- 
tration to  consider  the  issues. 
There  are  so  many  factors  which 
have  a bearing  on  this  kind  of 
decision  that  I will  be  glad  to 
discuss  this  with  you  at  your  con- 
venience.

Q.  Dean  Cameron,  what  are  some  of  the  reasons  the 
administration  has  decided  not  to  extend  the  Christmas  \a- 
cation? 

A.  There  are  three  main  reasons:  The  first  is  that  in  the- 
program  originally  established  there  are  many  phases  ot 
university  coordination  to  consider  other  than  the  structure 
of  the  day-student  academic  schedule.  These  considerations 
include  the  extension  division,  the  maintenance  program, 
academic  programs,  etc. 

The  second  reason  is  that  we  have  had  to  consider  ser- 
iously the  schedule  in  the  setting  up  of  the  program  foi 
student  employment  for  the  summer  vacation.  We  take  into 
consideration  those  students  working  in  national  parks  and 
when  these  parks  open  and  close.  We  also  consider  the  length 
oi  summer  construction  projects. 

The  third  reason  is  that  it  would  be  detrimental  to  the 
students  to  eliminate  those  two  scheduled  school  days  at 
the  close  of  the  vacation  period,  because  it  would  disrupt 
the  already-outlined  course  procedures  that  must  maintain 
the  accreditation  of  the  university. 


Q.  How  many  days  are  necessary  to  obtain  accredita- 
tion for  the  university? 

A.  I have  no  specific  information  on  the  number  of 
days  required,  but  it  could  be  that  the  number  of  weeks  in 
attendance  is  as  important  as  the  number  of  days. 

Q.  How  many  class  days  were  there  in  the  1961-62 
academic  year  at  BYU? 

A.  I donH:  know. 

Q.  We  understand  that  if  the  vacation  were  extended 
by  two  days  on  the  end  of  the  holiday  period,  the  total  num- 
ber of  class  days  in  this  school  year  would  be  161,  the  same 
as  is  scheduled  for  next  year.  Is  this  correct? 

A.  Yes,  that  is  correct. 

Q.  Why,  then,  does  the  question  of  the  extra  two  days 
conflict  with  the  university’s  accreditation? 


A.  Again  it  may  be  a matter  of  the  weeks  involved  in 
the  amount  of  education,  part  weeks  or  full  weeks. 


We  have  received  many  calls  from  transportation  facil- 
ities infonning  us  that  they  could  not  effectively  transix>rt 
students  away  from  the  university  at  a date  earlier  than  the 
one  already  sclieduled.  Also  the  administration  must  con- 
sider what  day  of  the  week  the  holiday  falls  on. 


Finally,  the  administration  must  consider  the  fact  that 
the  academic  schedule  is  a contract  between  Brigham  Young 
University  and  the  students.
